This bill would allow 
municipalities to be reimbursed up 
to 75% of their reimbursable loss 
under the Tree Tax Bill 90 days 
after July 1, in the year which 
the loss occurs. Under the present 
jaw, reimbursement for ,loss on 
1975 and 1976 taxes would ‘be 
made 90 days after the current 
session of the Legislature ad- 
journs, Rep.
